However, the scene involved elements of consent and control and was not 
presented in a manner or to an extent or degree that warranted further consideration 
other than the restriction given to the recording. After consideration of the relevant 
criteria under s.3 of the Act, the video recording is classified as objectionable except if 
the availability of the film is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years. 
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
